I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and  health  services 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1958*  I have  repeated  the  practice  of  previous 
years  in  that  I have  included  details  of  personal  health  services 
administered  by  me  as  Divisional  Jfedical  Officer  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  the  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  giving  a detailed 
account  of  the  v;ork  of  his  department,  is  complementary  to  this  report. 

The  form  of  presentation  of  the  statistical  tables  and  the  various 
rates  has  been  altered  slightly  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  mid  year  population  was  14,150 
v/hich  is  an  increase  of  I40  on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  23  to  4? 099* 

There  were  304  live  births  compared  with  29O  in  1957  and  6 still  births 
compeared  v/ith  12  in  the  previous  year,  while  there  were  8 infant  deaths, 
one  fewer  than  in  1957* 

As  a result  of  a change  in  the  method  of  allocating  deaths  occurring 
in  Southmoor  Hospital  it  is  not  possible  to  compare  the  figures  of  previous 
years  with  those  of  1958  8ut  reference  to  the  comparative  statistics  shows 
a deatli  rate  for  your  district  quite  substantially  below  the  ra.tes  for  the 
Uest  Riding  and  for  England  and  Wales, 

I am  again  very  glad  to  report  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 
Notifiable  infectious  diseases  fell  from  5^5  ‘to  215  this  year,  mainly 
as  a result  of  the  absence  of  measles.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of 
dysentery  and  food  poisoning  cases  is  particularly  gratifying.  No  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year  and  already  throughout  the 
country  the  value  of  the  vaccination  campaign  would  seem  to  be  apparent. 

Unfortunately  there  has  been  practically  no  acceptance  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  in  the  district  although  the  improvement  in  immunisation 
figures  for  diphtheria  noted  in  the  last  tv/o  years  has  continued. 


Protective  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  offered  to  school 
children  in  the  13  year  old  group,  A preliminary  test  determines  whether 
or  not  the  child  has  been  exposed  to  tuberculosis  infection  and  where  the 
result  is  negative  protective  vaccination  is  offered.  A confirmatory  test 
done  12  months,  later  showed  that  of  98  vaccinations  in  19575  83  attended 
for  testing.  Of  these  82  had  been  converted  from  negative  to  positive 
(that  is  had  developed  a degree  of  immunity)  and  only  1 rem.ained  negative  and 
at  risk. 

I have  to  congratulate  the  members  of  the  health  visiting  home  nursing 
and  midwifery  staff  for  the  continued  care  and  skill  they  exercise  in 
performing  their  important  duties 5 their  v;ork  is  summarised  in  Parts  3 
and  4 of  the  report . 

I v/ish  also  to  thank  the.  ladies  of  the  clinic  voluntary  committees  for 
their  valuable  and  valued  assistance. 

The  domestic  Help  Service  continues  to  expand.  It  has  become  very 
largely  a service  for  the  aged  and  infirm. 

After  care  arrangem.ent s under  section  28  of  the  N.H.S.  Act  have  been 
satisfactory  and  liaison  between  Hospital  and  Local  Auhtority  staff  has 
been  good. 

In  oonclusion  I wish  to  thank  my  staff  and  colleagues  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  health  of  the  people  of  their 
district  and  the  efforts  of  ray  department  to  serve  them,

(b)  The  need  for  new  houses 

continued  from  previous  years. 

It  v/as 

noted  in  June  1958  that  350  applicants  for  Council  houses  remained  on  the 
Hemsv/orth  List,  77  on  the  Kinsley  List  and  21  on  the  Fitzwilliam  List. 

The  Lists  were  completed  in  1951  and  take  no  account  of  applications 
for  houses  received  since  that  year. 

The  demand  for  Council  owned  houses  is  understandable  as  in  contrast 
with  many  terrace  houses  within  your  district,  the  Coimcil  house  has  the 
'modern'  conveniences  of  bath,  hot  water,  electricity  and  inside  U.C. 
which  the  terrace  house  usually  does  not  possess. 

The  Council's  record  of  936  dwellings  constructed  since  house 
building  began  after  the  war  in  1946  has  been  extremely  good  and  bears 
comparison  with  the  majority  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  a similar 
population  through  the  country.  It  is  the  Council's  intention  to 
continue  to  build  houses  until  the  needs  of  the  Urban  District  have  been 
satisfied. 
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During  1958?  though  fev7  houses  were  huilt  hy  the  Council  - this  being 
mainly  duo  to  financial  stringencies  outside  their  control  - new  estates 
wore  envisaged  and  the  Council's  A$»chitocts  were  asked  to  submit  plans 
for  providing  dwellings  on  a new  estate  to  be  developed  at  Southmoor 
Road,  Hemsv;orth.  In  addition,  a draft  layout  plan  providing  for 
approximately  110  dwellings  was  prepared  by  thj  Council's  Architects 
for  the  development  of  a site  at  Kinsley  - the  Fitzwillian  Stroet/Corton 
Street  Housing  Site  - and  submitted  to  the  Area  Planning  Officer  and 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  the  necessary  approval. 

Maintenance  of  Oociipied  House  Properties. 

( i ) Council  owned  property. 

The  Council’s  own  maintenance  staff,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council's  Surveyor,  dealt  v/ith  the  maintenance  of  the  1664  Council  owned 
properties.  Maintenance  of  such  a large  number  of  properties  is,  of 
course,  no  mean  undertaking. 

(ii)  National  Coal  Board  owned  properties. 

National  Coal  Board  staff,  operating  from  the  Pitzwillian  Housing 
Depot,  maintair:‘.'I  the  "(22  N.C.P,  ov/ned  houses  within  your  district.  During 
the  past  few  ye- '.vs,  the  Natinnal  Coal  Board  has  been  fitting  its  houses, 
v/hich  are  mainly  of  the  terrace  type  (2  bedrooms,  living  room  and  scullery), 
with  hot  water  '.'.nstallations,  nev;  fire  ranges  and  a,n  electricity  supply. 

H.vo  terraces  of  property  at  Kinsley,  viz,  Nev;  Row  and  Outgang  Terraco 
received  maintenance  treatment  only  as  the  National  Coal  Board  has  those 
properties  on  a limited  lease  and  is  not  satisfied  that  the  properties 
are  suitable  fci-  extensive  improvement. 

(iii)  Privately  owne d properties . 

Several  ovnier/occupiers  made  application  to  the  Council  for 
"Improvement  Grants"  during  the  year.  The  Council  did  not  operate  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Improvement  Act,  1947  and  no  grants  were  made, 

(iv)  Other  houses  on  a weekly  tenancy  (986  houses). 

These  are  mainly  terrace  type  properties.  The  raa.jority  of  them  were 
constructed  70  to  80  years  ago.  They  have  accommodation  comprising  two 
bedrooms  at  first  floor  level  and  a living  room  and  scullery  at  ground 
floor  level.  Each  house  has  the  use  of  a P,C.  usually  sited  in  the  roar 
yard  of  the  property. 

Maintenance  of  this  type  of  property  has  not  been  carried  out  to 
a satisfactory  degree  during  the  past  years.  I'fany  landlords  have 
considered  the  high  cost  of  repair  works  prohibitive  in  relation  to 
controlled  rents  and,  as  a result,  many  of  these  properties  have 
deteriorated  considerably. 

The  Housing  Acts  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  make  provision  for  the 
enforcement  of  repair  vjorks  to  tenanted  properties,  Unfortun.-toly,  many 
tenants  appear  unaware  of  the  pov;ers  of  enforcement  and  suffer  housing 
conditions  which  could  be  improved, 

When  compJ -’.Ints  were  received  from  tencants  the  attention  of  the  owner 
or  agent  conceir'ed  was  brought  to  the  need  for  repair  works,  V^h^re  there 
was  no  coraplianre  with  an  Informal  Notice,  Statutory  action  followed  as 
allov/ed  by  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts. 

One  ov/ner  of  property  refused  to  comply  with  the  Council's 
Statutory  Notice  and  resource  had  to  be  made  to  the  Magistrates  Court 
for  an  Abatement  Notice  to  enforce  repair  v^orks.  Even  then,  the  ov/ner 
defaulted,  the  Council  undertoking  the  necessary  repair  works  and 
charging  the  ov/ner  with  the  cost  which,  surjori singly,  was  recovered 
quite  readily. 
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Tho  real  problem  v;as  of  enforcing  repair  works  to  houses  owned 
by  persons  who  obviously  had  little  capital  and  were  quite  unable  to 
neet  heavy  repair  bills.  Many  of  them  were  anxious  to  sell  their 
properties  and  the  Council  were  approached  by  soae  owners  offering  their 
houses  for  sale.  The  Council,  however,  did  not  buy  any  properties 
offered  for  sale  during  1958  but  they  did  continue  the  policy  of 
renovation  of  a sir-iilar  typo  of  property  bought  in  1931  • This  property 
in  Top  Street,  Hensv/orth  (8  terrace  type  houses)  was  provided  with  a 
hot  water  supply,  new  fire  ranges  and  a supply  of  electricity,  while 
property  in  Grove  Lane,  comprising  two  stone  cottages,  was  re-roofed. 

(v)  Rent  Act , 1957. 

The  majori’^y  of  the  privately  ov/ned  properties  on  a weekly  tenancy 
were  subjected  to  a rent  increase  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Tenants 
could  apply  to  the  Council  for  a "Certificate  of  Disrepair"  if  they 
considered  thei-f'  properties  to  be  in  disrepair,  thus  preventing  the 
increase  of  reiia  until  the  repair  works  were  carried  out.  However,  only 
six  tenants  appl-i.ed  for  certificates  and  it  would  appear  that  the  majority 
of  the  tenants  allowed  landlords  to  increase  rents  without  fully  pursuing 
the  question  of  repairs.  It  must  be  said,  however,  that  many  houses  were 
given  some  atterjtion  by  owners,  but  not  as  much  work  was  carried  out  as 
was  necessary.

(d)  UI^IT  HOUM'l  u iHCAP;.BLE  OF  REPAIR. 

(i)  134  houses  c^t  Kinsley  and  Hemsworth  were  listed  in  1955  f'-s  properties 
subject  to  demo.lj. tion  within  the  course  of  five  years;  188  houses  were 
listed  for  possible  demolition  within  15  years. 

Many  of  those  properties,  particularly  those  to  be  dealt  with 
within  the  course  of  5 years,  were  neglected  during  the  war  years,  and 
most  of  the  owners  agreed  to  demolish  them  at  tjae  earliest  opportunity  - 
which,  in  fact,  meant  when  the  Council  were  in  a position  to  rehouse 
the  occupants. 

During  1958,  4 unfit  houses  were  demolished  to  add  to  the  31 
demolished  betv^o^n  the  years  1955  "to  1957* 

Progress  was  inevitably  slow  due  to  the  absence  of  suitable 
alternative  accommodation;  the  Council's  house  building  programme  was 
not  sufficient  oo  deal  with  the  demolition  of  the  \infit  properties 
immediately  and;  of  course,  applicants  on  the  Council's  Points  Lists 
were  being  dealt  with  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

(ii)  A block  of  6 houses  at  New  Street,  Kinsley  deteriorated  rapidly 
during  the  year^  and  it  v/as  necessary  to  close  throe  of  them  in  lieu  of 
demolition.  It  was  anticipated  that  accommoda.tion  v/ould  be  found  for 
the  three  remainJ.ng  tenants  during  1959»  wheh  demolition  of  the  whole 
block  would  thee  follov/, 

(iii)  At  Hemsworth,  old  cottage  property  in  Uakefield  Road,  adjoining 
'festfield  Road;  v:as  cleared  following  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants 
during  1957. 

(iv)  12  old  coi.tage  properties  at  Little  Hemsworth  were  under  review 
during  the  yeii..  3 of  the  cottages  v/ere  occupied  at  thv^  beginning  of 
1958  but  little  progress  had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year,  when 
tho  position  was  that  7 v/ere  occupied  and  3 permanently  closed 
awaiting  demolition. 


Again,  suito,ble  accommodation  v;as  not  available  for  the  tenants 
of  the  occupied  houses.

One  house  was  treated  for  vermin  during  1958  as  against  26  in 
1957  and  11  in  1956.  The  problem  under  this  heading  at  the  present  time 
centres  on  the  dirty  house  with  the  "problem,  family"  and  the  inevitable 
filthy  housing  conditions  associated  with  it.  There  are  a number  of  this 
type  of  family  within  the  district  v;ho  show  no  improvement  in  spite  of 
innumerable  visits  by  various  bodies,  and  it  is  difficult  to  keep  the 
families  concerned  living  at  a simple  hygenic  level  v/ithout  receiving 
complaints  from  neighbours. 

(g)  LODGING  HOUSE,  HEIJSV/ORTH. 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  report  on  these  privately  owned  premises 
at  Hemsv/orth.  They  are  sited  in  Union  Street,  off  Southmoor  Road, 
Hom*sv/orth  and  though  they  come  within  the  definition  of  a Common  Lodging 
House  as  defined  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  they  are  in  fact  premises 
which  have  a regular  clientele  and  approximate  more  to  Hostel  premises. 

Accommodation  is  available  for  37  males,  but  during  the  year  the 
average  number  in  regular  occupation  was  29. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  - 34  inspections  were  made  in  1958  - 
were  mride  throughout  the  year  with  an  eye  to  the  cleanliness  of 
accommodation,  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation,  i.e. 
v/ashing  facilities  and  W.C,  accommodation,  and  also  to  the  suitability 
and  sufficiency  of  the  fire  escape  provisions  as  the  premises  are  two 
storey  premises  with  all  the  sleeping  accommodation,  v/ith  the  exception 
of  six  bods  for  older  residents,  at  first  floor  level. 

The  proprietor  of  the  premises  is  to  be  congratulated  on  doing  a 
fine  jub.  The  premises  serve  a useful  purpose  by  offering  accommodation 
to  men  who  otherwise  would  have  a real  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
accommodation.  The  main  problem  associated  with  the  premises  concerns 
older  residents  during  times  of  ill-health  as  many  are  without  relatives. 

2.  SANITARY  ACCOM.IODATION. 

(a)  The  follov/ing  information  is  relevant  to  this  heading  and  shows  the 
position  within  your  district  a t the  end  of  1958s-

(b)  Waste  \7ater  Closets. 

There  v/ere  still  5 within  the  district  serving  houses  in  Hague 
Terrace,  Hemsworth.  As  the  name  implies,  waste  water  from  the  house 
kitchen  sink  is  conveyed  to  flush  the  closet.  The  arrangements  is  not 
satisfactory  and  this  type  is  being  gradually  eliminated. 
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(c)  Privy  Closets. 

I regret  to  say  that  there  were  still  15  in  use  during  the  year, 
serving  houses  due  either  for  early  demolition  or  houses  so  isolated  that 
drainage  to  the  Council's  sav/ers  was  impracti cable.  Houses  at  Little 
Hemsworth  listed  in  the  Council's  recent  Five  Year  Demolition  Plan  have 
the  majority  of  this  type  of  closet. 

(d)  Ashpits  and  Dustbins. 

All  houses  within  your  area  were  provided  v/ith  a dustbin  for  house 
refuse.  Many  outbuildings  formerly  in  use  as  ashpits  in  past  years  were 
used  as  dumps  for  all  types  of  refuse  and  from  time  to  time  action  had 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  conditions  arising  prejudicial  to  health  or  a 
nuisance. 

(e)  Cesspools. 

54  houses  within  your  district,  mainly  in  the  Station  Road  and  Robin 
Lane  areas  of  Hemsworth  , drain  to  cesspools  or  to  small  sewage  disposal 
plants.  All  are  properties  sited  beyond  the  present  limits  of  the 
Council's  sewers. 

The  Council's  ?/orkmen  emptied  the  cesspools  at  regular  intervals 
depending  upon  their  particular  capacities  using  a mechanically  operated 
vehicle  fitted  with  pumping  apparatus.  Loads  of  liquid  were  conveyed 
to  a suitable  disposal  point  - usually  at  the  former  Rotherham  Road 
refuse  tip  or  to  farmland. 

Small  sewage  disposal  plants,  of  which  there  ware  15,  served 
individual  properties  and  worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year, 
v/ith  the  exception  of  one  plant  dealing  with  four  properties  at 
Fitzv/illiam  Lane  Ends,  The  Council  vieve  considering  a schem.e  to  sewer 
this  area. 


The  cost  of  cleansing  of  cesspools  has  steadily  risen  throughout 
the  last  few  yea,rs,  and  the  following  figures  are  relevant!-

(f )  Public  Conveniences. 

The  provision  of  public  conveniences  at  Cross  Hills,  Hemsworth, 
was  considered  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  plans  were  eventually 
submitted  for  siting  suitable  premises  in  this  locality.  There  is  most 
certainly''  a need  for  this  type  of  accommodation. 


Public  conveniences  sited  in  Gorton  Street,  Kinsley  unfortunately 
received  rough  handling  by  hooligans  throughout  the  year  and  maintenance 
was  indeed  a costly  matter. 

(g)  Schools  Sanitation. 


An  inspection  of  sa,nitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
available  for  the  schools  within  the  district  ?;as  undertaken  during 
February  and  March  of  the  year.  The  need  for  a considerable  improvement 
to  existing  facilities  was  brought  in  detail  to  the  attention  of  the 
Education  Authorities.  Some  little  im.provement  had  been  ma,de  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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(h.)  Drainage  - General  Position. 

Apart  from  the  properties  draining  to  cesspools,  small  sewage  disposal 
plants  and  properties  served  hy  privy  closets  and  pail  closets,  numbering 
in  all  70  houses,  all  the  properties  v;ithin  your  area  are  drained  to  one 
or  other  of  the  Council's  three  sewage  v/orks  at  Fitzv/illiam,  Kinsley 
>and  Hemswcrth. 

For  many  years,  the  Council  has  looked  with  concern  upon  the 
overloading  of  its  sewage  works,  particularly  at  Kinsley  and  Hemsv;orth. 

The  year  opened  v;ith  a report  on  the  meeting  with  the  Council's 
Consultant  Engineers,  when  the  possibility  was  discussed  of  carrying 
out  the  very  minimum  of  work  necessary  to  put  the  Hemsworth  Sev/age 
Works  into  a Scitisf?.ctory  condition,  leaving  out  the  remainder  of  a 
scheme  intended  to  include  improvements  at  Kinsley  Sewage  Works  and  the 
sewering  of  Station  Road  and  Royd  lioor  areas  until  later.  The  Engineers 
were  asked  to  submit  a revised  scheme  of  improvements  at  the  Hemsv;orth 
Sewage  Works  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Governm.ent,  Little 
progress  was  achieved  during  the  year,  the  Council  eventuqlly  sending 
representatives  to  meet  the  Consultant  Engineers  at  Birmingham  in 
September.  The  Consulting  Engineers  later  intimated  that  they  would 
proceed  v/ith  a design  of  a Sewage  Works  at  Hemsworth  on  a basis  of 
population  figures  plus  10^,  and  would  complete  shortly  a key  plan  of 
the  proposed  v/orks  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Govenraent,  Unfortunately,  they  said  they  would  not  be  able  to  prepare 
detailed  drawings  of  the  work  until  after  the  end  of  the  year,  but  hoped 
to  be  able  to  complete  them  and  other  documents  for  tendering  by  the 
middle  of  1959* 

In  the  m.eantime,  of  course,  the  Sewage  Works  continued  to  be 
grossly  overloaded.

Inspections  usually  follow  complaints  made  by  individual 
householders  and  range  over  a wide  variety  of  matters,  e.g.  reports 

of  - chocked  drainage,  crickets,  flies, cockroaches,  woodworm,  gooseberry 
mite,  v/ood  beetle,  keeping  of  birds,  keeping  of  dogs  and  cats,  offensive 
smells  - in  short  anything  likely  to  onconvenience  an  o\vner/occupier 
or  a tenant.  All  were  investigated  and  given  suitable  attention. 

Several  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  noise  nuisance 
and  though  no  direct  statutory  action  was  possible  its  sufferers  v/ill 
readily  agree  that  this  form  of  nuisance  can  bo  well  nigh  unbearable. 
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4.  OFFENSIVE  TRiUES. 

Two  trades  only  were  active  within  the  district.  One  concerned 
tripe  dressing  and  the  other  rags,  hone  and  scrap  netal  dealing. 

The  tripe  dressing  business,  sited  off  Kirkby  Road,  Hemsworth 
occa.sionally  gave  rise  to  complaint  about  offensive  smells.  Industrial 
odour  control  specialists  eventually  installed  equipment  intended  to 
abate  this  nuisance.  It  appeared  to  be  successful. 

5.  RATS  AND  MICE. 

(a)  The  Council  employed  a Rat  Catcher  throughout  the  year  who  regularly 
insi)ected  properties  subject  to  rat  or  mice  infestations.  Farm  and 
allotment  premises,  piggeries,  poultry  houses,  refuse  tipe  and  sewage 
works  were  given  close  attention. 

58  rat  infestations  and  27  mice  infestations  were  eliminated. 

All  were  small  infestations.  The  poison  ’Warfarin'  mixed  with  oatmeal 
was  used  to  eliminate  all  infestations. 

(b)  Sewer  Control. 

Test  ba,its  have  shown  the  need  for  treatment  over  the  years  and 
affected  lengths  of  sewer  have  been  treated  with  poison.  This  work  has 
l^roved  successful  and  has  virtually  eliminated  the  rat  population  of 
the  sewers.  During  1958,  the  tost  was  continue  d and  inspections  showed 
that  there  was  no  need  for  concern. 

(c)  The  threshing  of  ricks  within  the  district  was  occasionally  a 
source  of  conpla,int.  Not  all  contractors  engaged  on  this  work  were 
cinxious  to  comply  v;ith  regulations  setting  down  conditions  for  netting 
ricks  to  prevent  any  rats  and  mice  escaping  presumably  because  the 
netting  tended  to  interfere  with  a free  movement  about  the  threshing 
machines.  Your  Rat  Catcher  made  a particular  point  of  visiting  ricks 
when  threshing  operations  were  in  progress. 

(d)  The  Council  was  represented  on  the  Barnsley  and  District  Workable 

Area  Committee  which  discussed  rodent  control  problems  and  enabled 
locn,l  authorities  with  particular  problems  to  seek  expert  advice. 

(e)  Rodent  Control  Costs. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  paid  50^  of 
cost  of  all  work  undertaken  on  rodent  control  with  the  exception  of 
work  undertaken  on  business  premises.

6.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council’s  area  continued  to  be  served  through  the  Hemsworth 
Joint  Water  Committee  and  water  was  taken  from  the  Barnsley  Corporation 
supplies.  The  water  is  a "soft"  water  supply  coming  from  an  upland 
area  in  the  Pennine  District.  Every  house  v/ithin  the  Urban  District 
was  provided  with  a piped  suppjly  of  mains  water. 

The  purity  of  supply  was  unquestioned  but  the  insufficiency  of 
supply  was,  indeed,  a sore  point  throughout  the  Joint  Water  Committee's 
area.  All  the  higher  reaches  of  the  district  at  Fitzv/illiam,  Kinsley 
and  Hemsworth  were  without  a sufficient  supply  of  water  on  innumerable 
occasions  - an  extremely  irritating  and  inconvenient  state  of  affairs 
for  many  residents. 
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In  an  attempt  to  ease  matters  within  the  Council's  own  district, 
it  was  decided  to  scre^pe  a length  of  some  1,420  yards  of  4"  main  at 
Hemsworth  and  this  y/ork  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  urged  the  Joint  V'ater  Committee  and  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  to  expedite  improvements  to  the  existing  supply. 

Throughout  1958j  there  was,  however,  considerable  activity  by  the 
Joint  Water  Committee  v;ho  pressed  the  Ministry  strongly  for  consent  to 
schemes  proposed  for  laying  new  distribution  mains,  a new  14"  trunk  main 
from  Barnsley  to  the  Ringstone  Hill  Reservoir  a nd  the  provision  of  a new 
one  million  gallon  service  reservoir  also  at  Ringstone  Hill.  In  October, 
consent  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  the 
borrowing  of  money  for  the  provision  of  new  water  mains. 

7.  FOOD  ADMINISTRATION  AIH)  INSPECTION. 

(a)  V/ork  under  this  heading  is  directed  towards  the  achievement  of  a clean 
and  wholesome  food  supply. 

Since  the  arrival  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955,  many  local 
authorities  have  stepped  up  their  attempts  to  deal  with  long  standing 
complaints  of  careless  food  preparation,  handling  and  distribution. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  of  food  premises  play  an  important 
part  in  this  work.  Unfortunately,  pressure  of  other  work  has  prevented 
as  many  visits  being  made  as  I would  have  liked,  and  though  I feel  the 
standard  of  food  hygiene  within  the  Urban  District  bears  favourable 
comparison  with  most  districts,  there  is  room  for  much  improvement. 

One  notices,  for  example,  in  spite  of  repeated  advice,  foodstuffs  offered 
for  sale  in  shop  windows  unprotected  against  fly  and  dirt  contamination. 
Emphasis  continues,  not  surprisingly,  to  be  rather  more  on  display 
than  on  protection  of  foodstuffs  particularly  of  confectionery  and  cooked 
meats, 

(b)  Mobile  Food  Shops, 

The  West  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951  requires  the  registration 
of  all  mobile  shops  retailing  foodstuffs  within  your  district.  The  shops 
must  comply  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  demand,  among  other  things, 
the  provision  of  facilities  for  hand  washing.  Of  course,  an  army  of 
Inspectors  would  be  required  to  see  that  this  particular  regulation 
is  enforced  at  all  times j much,  therefore,  depends  on  the  co-operation 
of  the  actual  food  handler.  The  average  mobile  food  shop  was,  however, 
kept  in  a clean  hygienic  condition.  One  Mobile  shop  came  in  for 
attention  and  the  ovaier  was  warned  about  its  condition.  This  particular 
van  was  eventually  replaced  by  the  owner  during  the  year. 

(c)  Canteens. 


Canteens  attached  to  factories,  schools  and  to  the  Hemsworth  Colliery 
supplying  hundreds  of  cooked  meals  daily  were  inspected  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year.  They  were  all  very  well  managed  and  maintained  at  all 
times  in  a clean  condition. 

Canteens  supplying  schools  v/ithin  your  district  sent  out  meals  in 
closed  containers  shortly  before  the  mid-day  mealtime.  An  inspection 
of  the  vehicles  used  for  this  purpose  was  made  from  time  to  time  and  no 
cause  for  complaint  was  found. 

(a)  Unsound  Food, 


Shopkeepers  are  occasionally  aware  of  unsound  tinned  and  other 
foodstuffs  among  their  stocks  during  hot  weather  and  where  facilities 
for  storage  are  not  entirely  satisfactory,  certain  foodstuffs,  e.g. 
Bacon  and  Ham,  quickly  become  unsaleable.  The  shopkeepers  concerned 
invariably  notify  the  department,  inspections  follow  and  certificates 
of  condemnation  of  the  foodstuffs  are  issued  to  the  shopkeeper  or 
owner  of  the  food  if  required.  All  such  unsound  foods  are  collected

by  the  department  and  suitably  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip. 
Occasionally  and  inadvertently,  contaminated  or  unsound  food  is  sold. 

One  case  occurred  when  a local  resident  bought  a chicken  from  a Leeds 
store  and  found  it  to  be  affected  with  a mould  growth.  The  resulting 
complaint  was  investigated,  the  store  promptly  sent  out  a representative 
with  apologies  a,nd,  of  course,  a fresh  cMcken, 

(e)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 > 

Action  under  these  regulations  was  entirely  informr.l  throughout 
the  year.  At  no  time  was  it  considered  necessary  to  institute  proceedings 
to  enforce  compliance  with  any  of  the  regulations.  I do  suggest  that 
we  shall  only  achieve  the  desired  results  of  a cleaner  food  supply  not 
by  a strict  policy  of  prosecution  but  by  one  of  co-operation  with  food 
handlers. 

8.  ?.IEAT  INSPFCTIOLT  WORK. 

(a)  This  v;ork  took  up  a good  deal  of  the  available  time  of  the 
department  throughout  the  year. 

4 sla,ughterhouses  were  licensed  j 1 was  in  daily  use  including 
Sunday  ^ughtering  of  animals  on  many  occasions,  while  slaughtering 
occurred  regularly  2-3  days  each  v/eek  at  the  3 other  slaughterhouses. 

A considerable  wholesale  trade  in  meat  and  offals  has  been 
established  over  the  years  from  Hemsworth  slaughterhouses,  and  it 
follows  that  meat  inspection  work  within  your  district  is  more  than 
should  normally  be  required.  This  sort  of  position  was  recognised 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  1956  when  a 
financial  scheme  was  instituted  to  assist  Councils  facing  staffing 
difficulties  in  dealing  with  surplus  meat  inspection  duties.  An 
Exchequer  Grant  of  £197.  14s.  2d.  was  made  to  the  Council  for  this 
purpose  in  1958, 

Sunday  sla,ughtering  of  animals  entailed  Sunday'’  inspection  v;ork, 
and  it  was  also  usually  necessaip.  to  undertake  inspection  work  2 or 
3 evenings  of  each  week.  Well  over  200  hours  of  inspection  work 
outside  the  usual  office  hours  was  required  to  maintain  a 100^  meat 
inspection  service  throughout  the  year  within  your  district. 

(b)  The  following  information  is  given  showing  the  number  of  animals

The  method  of  neat  inspection  was  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

It  v;ill  be  seen  from  the  Table  showing  reasons  for  condemnation  of  meat  and 
offals  that  parasitic  conditions  and  tuberculosis  were  particularly  prominent. 

The  quantity  condemned  at  the  four  slaughterhouses  was  estimated  to  amount 
to  19  tons  2 cwts.  This  weight  of  meat  and  offal  appears  enormous  but  it  is 
estimated  to  be  below  of  the  weight  of  animals  and  offals  inspected,  and 
be?.rs  favourable  comparison  with  weights  of  condemnations  of  recent  years.  All 
four  slaughterhouses  dealt  with  a particularly  good  type  of  animal.

(c)  Tuberculosis  was  again  met  v/ith,  particiilarly  in  cattle  a,nd  pigs. 
The  incidence,  however,  has  fallen  considerably  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  reason  for  this  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture's  Tuberculosis  (Attested  Herds)  Scheme,  1950  which  provided 
among  other  things,  for  the  paying  of  bonuses  to  owners  of  "Attested 
Herds"  of  cattle  - an  Attested  Herd  being  a herd  of  cattle  fre^  from 
tuberculosis. 


A statement  made  in  1958  by  the  Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Ministry  included  the  comment  that  the  Attested  Herds  Scheme 
and  the  plan  for  the  reduction  of  bovine  tuberculosis  by  areas  had 
made  such  progress  that  by  the  end  of  1957  nearly  80^  of  cattle  were 
"attested",  compared  with  less  than  20^  in  1950;  it  was  anticipated 
that  by  I960/6I  bovine  tuberculosis  would,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
be  a thing  of  the  past  in  this  country. 

Prior  to  1950,  it  was  generally  anticipated  that  the  incidence 
of  bovine  tuberculosis  among  dairy  cattle  was  about  40^. 

The  wasteage,  particularly  in  beast  livers,  by  the  action  of 
parasites  wa,3  apprecia^ble.  The  liver  concerned  was  usually  visibly 
affected  and  quite  unsaleable, 

(d)  Disposal  of  Unsound  Meat  and  Offals. 

Careful  attention  has  to  be  given  to  the  disposal  of  unsound 
meat  and  offals.  It  is  essential,  to  prevent  a nuisance  - particularlj’’ 
in  summertime  — that  such  condemned  matter  should  be  disposed  of  as 
quickly  as  possible.  Processing  firms  specialising  in  this  type  of 
business  at  Pontefract  and  Barnsley  ca,lled  daily,  or  by  arrangement 
with  the  slaughterhouse  owners,  and  this  method  of  collection  and 
disposal  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Unsound  meat  and  offals  were  stained  with  green  dye  to  prevent 
possible  misuse  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse  premises. 

(e)  Slaughterhouses . 

Six  premises  at  Hems’worth  were  licensed  as  slaughterhouses  during 
1958*  Four  v/ere  in  regular  use,  but  no  slaughtering  took  place  at  all  at 
the  remaining  premises. 

The  four  active  slaughterhouses  were  used  in  a reasonably  hygienic 
manner.  No  serious  nuisance  occurred  at  any  of  the  premises  during  the  year. 

For  many  years  thera  has  been  agitation  to  put  the  country's 
slaughterhouses  into  a thoroughly  hygienic  condition.  Regulations  to  that 
end  have  long  been  promised,  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  regulations 
were  actually  issued  during  1958  under  the  title  of  "The  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  to  have  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1959* 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  was  also  introduced  and  many  parts  of  it  were 
brought  into  operation  from  the  1st  August,  1958.  This  Act  requires  all 
Local  Authorities  to  review  and  report  to  the  Ministry  on  the  existing 
and  probable  future  requirements  of  their  districts  with  regard  to 
slaughterhouse  facilities.  A date  for  the  submission  of  the  report  was 
awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

9.  JgLK. 


All  milk  retailed  within  your  district  in  1958  was  bottled  and  was 
one  or  other  of  the  "designated"  milks,  i.e.  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested 
or  sterilised  milk. 

Producers  of  milk  v/ithin  the  district  consigned  their  supplies  to 
dairies  for  treatment.  None  of  the  dairies  were  sited  within  the  Urban 
district  and,  as  a result,  all  milk  retailed  within  your  area  was  brought 
from  the  outside  dairies. 

The  registration  and  inspection  of  dcairies  was  undertaken  by  the 
local  authorities  within  v/hose  aieas  the  dairies  v;ere  sited.  Conditions 
of  licence  are  severe  and  a careful  attention  is  given  to  ensure  a safe 
milk  supply. 

Distribution. 


Distribution  of  milk  v/ithin  your  district  was  investigated  from 
time  to  time.  The  old  practice  of  dumping  crates  of  full  bottled  milk 
on  sites  open  to  contamination  was  not  evident  during  1958. 

Sampling  of  milk  to  ensure  a clean  supply  and  to  ensure  a supply 
free  from  tuberculosis  was  not  undertaken  within  your  district;  this 
v/ork  is  now  more  readily  undertaken  at  the  dairy  premises  receiving 
the  raw  milks  for  processing.

10.  ICE  CREAM. 

This  commodity,  a likely  source  of  danger  to  health  by  reason  of 
unhygienic  manufacture  and  distribution,  was  once  again  sold  within 
your  district  from  registered  premises  and  without  cause  for  concern. 

No  ice-cream  was  manufactured  within  your  district.  Most  of  the  ice-cream 
sold  was  pa,per  wrapped  at  the  premises  of  manufacture j "loose"  ice-cro^m 
was  retailed  from  motor  vans  throughout  the  district  and  from  time  to 
time  inspections  were  made  of  the  vans  to  ensure  that  hygienic  methods 
of  distribution  v;ero  being  observed.  Again  much  d3pends  on  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  vehicle  who  must  at  all  times  practice  a high  standard 
of  personal  hygiene. 

As  v/ith  milk,  I did  not  undertake  sampling  of  ice-cream  for 
bacterial  examination  during  1958,  as  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  V/akefield  advised  tha.t  samples  were  already  being  submitted 
by  the  local  authorities  within  whose  areas  the  premises  of  manufacture 
were  registered. 

11.  SHOPS  ACT,  1950  - Section  38. 

Sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  f^icilities  in  shops. 

This  particular  section  of  the  Shops  Act  ensures  the  provision 
of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accomtiodation  and  v/ashing  facilities 
for  the  use  of  persons  employed  at  shop  premises.  Inspections  were 
made  of  existing  facilities  during  the  course  of  food  hygiene  visits;  where 
unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found,  the  persons  concerned  were 
notified.  Statutory  action  was  not  required  to  enforce  satisfactory 
conditions  at  four  shop  premises  v/hich  required  attention. 

12.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  There  was  considerable  national  activity  under  this  heading  as 
many  Local  Authorities  sought  to  take  action  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  Most  authorities  were  anxious  to  set 
up  Smokeless  Zones  within  their  districts,  and  the  Ilinistry  department 
concerned  urged  authorities  to  pursue  a more  vigorous  course  of  action 
in  this  respect. 

Some  authorities  did,  in  fact,  succeed  in  establishing  smokeless 
zones.  They  obviously  met  v/ith  problems  easier  to  solve  than  those 
affecting  a district  such  as  yours  in  the  heart  of  a coalfield 
where  elafcst  every  householder  has  ready  access  to  raw  coal,  where 
most  of  the  factories,  schools  and  other  users  of  large  quantities  of 
fuel  rely  upon  coal  for  heating  purposes  and  where  a coke  oven 
battery  produces  coke  and  gas  from  large  quantities  of  coal. 

A West  Riding  County  Council  circular  received  during  the  year 
emphasised  the  local  position  with  regard  to  the  use  of  coal,  and 
suggested  that  many  local  authorities  v/ere  facing  a similar  problem. 

The  letter  asked  whether  the  Council  wer4  prepared,  as  a matter  of 
policy,  to  exempt  furnaces  equipped  with  efficient  m.echanical  stokers 
provided  they  were  satisfied  that  the  appliances  v/ere  suitable  so 
as  to  allov;  the  use  of  co.al  within  the  area.  The  Council  intimated 
that  they  were  indeed  satisfied  that  exemption  should  be  made  and 
that  the  use  of  coal  should  be  encouraged  in  the  la-rger  installations 
v/here  mechanical  stoking  methods  could  be  fitted. 
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With  regard  to  emissions  of  smoke  within  your  district,  there 
was  little  improvement  in  the  general  position  on  th3  previous  year. 

(h)  TH5  COKIS  QVIia^J  BATTERY  at  Pitzwilliam  was  a major  source  of  nuisance 
hy  the  veiy  nature  of  its  opera-tion.  Fortunately,  on  only  one  occasion  - 
in  May  of  the  year  - was  the  battery  out  of  action  when  it  was  necessary 
for  several  hours  to  discharge  all  products  of  combustion  to  atmosphere. 
Atmospheric  conditions  v/ere  good  on  this  particular  occasion,  a 
favourable  wind  carrying  vast  quantities  of  offensive  fumes  away  from 
the  surrounding  properties.  It  should  be  said  that  the  Coke  Oven 
Management  does  not  "discharge  to  atmosphere"  unnecessarily  as  a severe 
financial  loss  occurs  on  such  occasions. 

A change  occurred  in  the  powers  available  for  inspection  and  control 
of  smoke  and  fumes  omission  from  Coke  Oven  Works.  As  from  1st  June, 

I95S  they  were  transferred  to  the  Alkali  Works,  etc.  Inspectorate 
whoso  nearest  officer  is  centred  on  Sheffield.  The  transfer  followed 
a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Public  Enquiry  in  1957 
when  consultations  were  held  with  representation  of  local  authorities 
and  "specialised  industries".  It  v/as  felt  that  some  industries  presented 
a particular  problem  requiring  a more  detailed  and  specialist  attention 
more  within  the  province  of  the  Alkali  V/orks  etc.  Inspectorate. 

(c)  Hemsworth  Colliery  Boiler  Chimneys. 

One  of  the  tv/o  colliery  chimneys  was  a source  of  smoke  nuisance 
during  the  year.  Black  smoke  emissions  were  freqaent.  A scheme  for 
converting  the  four  remaining  hand  fire  boilers  to  mechanical  stoking 
promised  by  the  National  Coal  Board  was  not  carried  out  by  the  end  of 
the  year  as  had  been  hoped. 

(d)  Hemsworth  Colliery  Spoil  Heaps. 

Spoil  heaps  adjacent  to  the  Colliery  ?/ere  also  a source  of  nuisance 
particularly  to  ro'sidents  of  the  Ackv/orth  area  outside  your  district. 

A complaint  made  by  the  neighbouring  Authority  v;as  investigated,  and 
in  October  of  the  year,  a visit  of  inspection  was  made  together  with 
representatives  of  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  area  Alkali  Inspector. 
It  was  noted  that  the  National  Coal  Board  v/ere  making  efforts  to  put  out 
deep  seated  fires  and  had  already  made  extensive  use  of  water  sprays. 

(e)  Southmoor  Hospital  Chimney,  Hemsworth. 

The  laundry  chimney  at  the  hospital  discharged  black  smoke  on 
innumerable  occasions  during  thi  year  and  complaints  ware  made  to  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  Council  v;as  eventually  advised  by 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Committee  that  new  boiler  equipment  was 
to  be  installed  and  that  plans  were  being  drawn  up  for  the  construction 
of  a new  and  higher  chimney.  No  progress,  however,  had  been  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

(f ) Brickv/orks  Chim.ney,  Hemsv/orth. 

This  chimney  emitted  black  smoke  on  many  occasions.  The  Management 
were  asked  to  observe  the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  195^  and 
the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958  v/tich  also  came 
into  force  during  1958  to  supplement  existing  legislation. 

(g)  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Council  continued  membership  of  this  Committee.  Its 
Councillor  representative  took  a particularly  keen  interest  in  its 
activities  achieving  election  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Meetings 
were  usually  held  at  Leeds. 
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(h)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Equipment  for  this  purpose  was  sited  at  Vale  Head  Park,  Hemsworth, 
Readings  have  been  taken  for  several  years  of  air  pollution,  hut  as 
readings  were  not  taken  at  other  points  v/ithin  your  district,  Vale 
Hoad  Park  figures  tend  to  lose  some  of  their  interest. 

The  figures  shown  relate  only  to  the  Vale  Head  Park  area  and,  of 
course,  give  no  indication  of  the  pollution  at  Fitzwilliam  where  one 
feels  that  the  pollution  is  considerably  heavier.  They  do,  at  least, 
show  a slight  improvement  in  the  Vale  Head  Park  area  during  the  past  few 
years.  Elimination  of  black  smoke  discharges  from  local  industrial 
chimneys  may  be  having  some  effect  on  the  gauges  at  the  Park.

Many  other  Local  Authorities  obtain  similar  information  from 
recording  apparatus,  and  interesting  comparisons  may  be  made  with  the 
annual  figures  recorded.  As  might  be  expected,  returns  from  seaside 
resorts  contrast  favourably  with  returns  of  sootfall  from  industrial 
areas. 


13.  FACTORIES . 

37  premises  v/ere  registered  as  factory  premises  within  your 
district.  6 factories  were  without  mechanical  power  other  than  for 
lighting  and  heating  purposes,  31  were  classified  as  factories  with 
mechanical  power  for  the  processes  involved, 

1 building  site  within  the  district  was  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

106  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  factory  premises,  Partioular 
attention  was  paid  to  sanitary  accommodation  ava,ilable  for  use  at  these 
premises!  to  fire  escape  precautions  in  the  larger  factories,  and  to 
the  general  cleanliness  of  the  factory  working  spaces. 
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The  following  information  was  sutraitted  to  tlie  Ministry  of  Latour 
vdth  regard  to  the  inspection  of  factories  within  the  district  during  1958s-

14.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


As  in  previous  years  it  was  the  practice  to  investigate  reported 
cases  of  notifiable  diseases  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
From  time  to  time  notifications  of  dysentery  required  a more  detailed 
investigation  and  repeated  submission  of  faeces  samples  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Wakefield.  This  work  tended  to  occupy  a 
good  deal  of  time  during  1958, 
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15.  PETROLEUM  STORiiGE. 


Premises  storing  petroleum  within  your  district  require  to  he 
licensed  annually  in  accordance  with  the  Petroleum  Acts,  The  necessary 
work  of  inspection  and  administration  was  undertaken  hy  the  Department. 

13  premises  were  licensed  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 

16.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AIID  DISPOSAL. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  throughout  your  district 
was  supervised  hy  the  Department, 

(a)  Collection  of  Refuse. 

All  premises  were  given  a weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout 
the  year  in  all  v;eathers,  and  your  refuse  collectors  are  to  he  congratulated 
on  carrying  out  a non  too  easy  task  in  this  respect. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Urban  area  v/as  divided  into  four  districts 
fcr  refuse  collection  pui^o^s,  Bach  district  was  served  hy  one  side 
loading  covered  motor  v^iicTe/dealt  with  apprcsrimately  1,100  dustbins 
weekly.  In  addition,  a convertible  refuse  collecting/cesspool/street 
gully  cleansing  vehicle  dealt  weekly  with  the  fev/  remaining  privy  closets, 
pail  closets  and  a small  number  of  dustbins. 

There  was  a little  extension  of  the  collection  service  during  1958, 
continuing  the  expansion  v;hich  has  gone  on  since  1946  with  the  development 
of  new  housing  estates. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  costs,  of  course,  tend  to  rise 
accordingly, 

(b)  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  undertaken  during  1958  at  the  Hemsworth 
Brickworks  Quarry  where  approximately  l-g-  disused  acres  are  held  in  lease 
by  the  Council,  The  tipping  of  refuse  began  on  this  site  in  August,  1955. 

It  is  estimated  that  somev/here  in  the  region  of  6-7OOO  tons  of 
household  refuse  requires  to  be  disposed  of  annually;  this  quantity  of 
refuse  ha,s  been  found  to  take  up  approximately  an  acre  in  sjjace  to  a depth 
of  6 feet.  The  "life"  of  the  Brickwork  Quarry  site  is  therefore  somewhat 
limited  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  site  will  be  exhausted  by  i960. 

The  Council  were  thus  obliged  to  give  consideration  to  finding 
new  sites  suitable  for  the  tipping  of  refuse  and  two  or  three  possible 
sites  were  earmarked  during  the  year, 

A careful  control  of  refuse  disposal  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  Tipping  of  refuse  was  carried  out  in  layers  of  approximately 
6 feet  in  depth  and  45  feet  in  width.  The  sides  of  the  refuse  tip  were 
covered  with  soil  as  the  tip  advanced.  By  the  use  of  such  methods  there 
should  be  few  grounds  for  complaint,  as  the  fire  risk  is  considerably 
reduced,  rats  are  barred  entrance  and  flies  and  crickets  are  more 
readily  controlled.  A cricket  infestation  did,  hov/ever,  cause  some 
concern  during  the  summar  months  and  was  eradicated  only  by  a weekly 
use  of  a suitable  insect  powder, 

(c)  Maintenance  of  your  refuse  collecting  vehicles  was  undertaken 

by  local  motor  repair  concerned  and  there  were  fev;  delays  in  effecting 
repair  v/ork  and  bringing  vehicles  back  into  service. 
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(d)  Costs.

17.  CONCLUSION. 


It  will  he  appreciated  that  a report  of  this  nature  cannot  he 
compiled  without  a good  measure  of  record  searching  and  the  keeping 
of  records  up  to  date.
